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This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT", filed September 30, 2010, requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated 
on the above-identified patent be corrected from three hundred seventy-eight (378) days to three 
hundred ninety (390) days. 

The application for patent term adjustment is GRANTED to the extent indicated. 

On August 24, 2010, the instant application matured into U.S. Patent No. 7,781,414 with a patent 
term adjustment of three hundred seventy-eight (378) days. The Office determined a patent term 
adjustment of 378 days based on an adjustment for PTO delay of one (1) day pursuant to 35 
U.S.C. 154(b)(l)(A)(i) and 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(a)(1), one hundred sixteen (1 16) days pursuant to 
35 U.S.C. 154(b)(l)(A)(iv) and 37 C.F.R. 1.703(a)(6), and six hundred ninety (690) days 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(B) and 37 CFR 1.703(b), reduced by thirty-four (34), ninety-one 
(91), ninety-two (92) days of applicant delay pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(b), and ninety-six 
(96) days pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.704(c)(8). 

Patentees are incorrect that the proper amount of days over 36 months from the filing date of the 
application until the issue date was not included in the "J3" delay period. Since October 1 , 2005 
was a Saturday, commencement began on October 3, 2005, the next business day in accordance 
with PCT Rule 80.5. (Accordingly, the over three year period began on October 4, 2008 and 
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ended on August 24, 2010 (the patent issue date), and is 690 days. See 35 U.S.C. 
154(b)(l)(B)(i). Therefore, the "B" delay period is 690 days. 

In addition, Patentees point out that the Office incorrectly entered a PTA adjustment of 96 days 
for additional applicant delay with the mailing of an earlier decision on patent term adjustment 
on July 19, 2010. Patentees correctly point out that the adjustment should have been made for 86 
additional days of applicant delay, not 96 days. 

In view thereof, the correct number of days of patent term adjustment is 388 days (1 17 days of 
"A" delay and 690 days of "B" delay, reduced by 1 16 days of overlap and 303 days of Applicant 
delay). 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificate of Correction Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by three hundred eighty-eight (388) days.
